TRANSCRIPTION - ORIGINAL FOLLOWS 



1. Upon receipt reftel July 22 I instructed Emboff to seek 
our Dr. Waned Karim, DirGen PoiAffs and ranking officer NFA 
and request early appointment which was set for 1015 hours 
Kabul time. 

2. I informed Dr. Karim that I had received instructions 
during the preceding night to inform GOA if our desire to 
continue the long-standing warm relations which have so long 
existed between our countries. 

3. Karim expressed delight and satisfaction and asked if I 
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had anything in writing. I replied that my instructions 
were to make and oral presentation but that I had prepared 
in advance a memorandum of conversation which I handed him. 
Follows text: 

Quot^: July 22, Memorandum of Conversation. Present: 
The Honorable Robert G. Neumann, Ambassador of the United 
States of America; Kis Excellency, Dr. Wahed Karim, Director 
General of Political Affairs, Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
Republic of Afghanistan. 

On July 22, 1973, at 10:15 a.m. the Ambassador of the 
United States of America, the Honorable Robert G. Neumann 
called on His Excellency, Dr. Wahed Karim, Director General 
of Political Affairs, Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Republic 
of Afghanistan, to inform him that the Government of the 
United States if America seeks to continue the longstanding, 
warm relations with the Republic of Afghanistan. (End of 
text.) Unquote. 

4 . Otr. Karim then asked me if there was any objection to 
the QOh announcing this event. I replied that this was 
entirely up to the GOA but I hoped the announcement would 
stay as close as possible to the text (FYI: This is why I 
prepared a memcon) . As to the USG I expected USG would 
respond in an appropriate manner to any given inquiry which, 
in my personal opinion, was likely to be made. 
5. Dr. Karim then responded "officially" as well as 
"personally" that he was deeply touched by this gesture of 
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friendship by the United States which would certainly make 
relations even stronger and warmer than in the past. 

6. After appropriate counter compliments I expressed a 
desire to present my compliments to the President of the 
Republic and Dr. Karim replied that this would probably 
happen sometime later today. (This makes it imperative that 
I immediately receive septei indicated in reftel para 
three) . 

7. I believe we have done the right thing in the best 
possible manner. I am gratified that Dept and Mission 
thinking has run on identical lines and that we have been 
useful in establishing a precedent in recognition procedure 
which should serve USG interests better than earlier models. 

8. Finally I want to express admiration and appreciation 
to Assistant Secretary Sisco and all other officers involved 
who have moved so speedily and decisively.
